PARIS, Sen. 6.—It is not customary for men engaged in se- 
rious scientific research to use the daily newspaper as a means 
of discussing their work. In fact, I must say that I am ex- 
tremely sorry tnat through some indiscretion the public has 
been notified prematurely of the experiments I and my staff 
of assistants undertook more than a year ago towards finding 
and removing the causes of senile decay. But, since the matter 
has been bruited, I have consented to give to the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch and New York. World the following, in many 
respects inadequate, statement. Public expectation seems to 
have become so excited that the reserve now might do more 
harm that good. 


The first thing to say is that we have not discovered a means 
of prolonging life. We started from a theory which experi- 
ments so far have proved to be correct, but we are not beyond 
the laboratory stage of investigation; in other words, we have 
found a road which we think leads to a certain point, but we 
have not traveled on it to the end, and there may be many 
unforeseen turns and obstacles. 

Human beings die too early—unnaturally early. In our con- 
stitution there are appetites for all we do. We drink because 
We are thirsty; we sleep because we are sleepy. But no human 
being ever feels the physical necessity for death. W hy? Be- 
cause it comes too soon. 


MAN SHOULD LIVE TO 

BE 250 YEARS OLD. 
As one of my colleagues pointed out, when interviewed about 
our serum, in the animal kingdom, the usual natural duration 
of life is approximately ten times the period occupied in the 
process of ma‘uring. An elephant matures at 30 years of age 
and lives to 300. Man, therefcre, should live to be 250 years old. 
Only we introduce into our system so many ingredients which 
our organs were never meant to cope with, and we live under 
such abnormal conditions that our organism always gives 
way, somewhere or other, long before that. 
However, in a solution of the problem how to obtain lon- 
gevity, it is evidently futile to look for a general changing of 
human habits—note that I don’t say civilized habits only. 
Thus we are ied to inquire what does cause senilé decay 
now, under present conditions, and how does it manifest itself 
and how can We prevent or at least retard it? It was to de- 
termine these questions that we commenced anew and hare 
been continuing our experiments. 
Upoh what scientific basis of known facts we proceeded can- 
not possibly be stated in the limits of such an article as this. 
Likewise an entirely adequate handling of the work would 
bristle with technicalities utterly unintelligible save to spe- 
clalists in cellular life processes. 


THE CAUSE OF DECAY 
IN THE HUMAN ORGANS. 

Our organs are composed of two sorts of tissues. One, which 
we call the conjunctive or plebelan tissues, supports or en- 
Wraps the other, which may be termed the noble element. By 
the noble elements I mean the conglomeration of cells char- 
acteristic of the organ itself and actually performing its spe- 
cial functions. 

Now, roughly speaking, what constitutes senile decay is the 
destruction or rather weakening of the noble elements either 
by poisonous ingredients or microbes introduced variously into 


the system, or simply by the encroachment of the more vig- 
orous plebeian cells, This encroachment, technically known 
as scelerosis, produces the atrophy of the organ. 

Where it takes place in old age the atrophy of one or more 
organs may be observed, but whether al] or one organ are at- 
tacked, it is well known that whenever one ceases to perform 
its duty death ensues. 

Therefore, the remedy against senile atrophy was to he 
sought in the shape of some serum which would reach the 
organ or organs menaced and feed and. strengthen its noble 
elements sufficiently to enable them to fight the 
microbes or both circulating in the system and resist the en- 
croachment of the plebeian tissue. 

At this place it is desirable to point out that the expression 
“long life serum” is erroneous and misleading. We shall prob- 
ably always be unable to prolong life by injecting a single se- 
rum, just as now we are unable to operate on the heart, neryes, 
brain and bowels with the same drug. It is not one serum we 
seek, but a series of them, admitting, for the moment, the prin- 
ciple that the zenile atrophy of any organ can be stopped if you 
prevent the untimely withering of its noble and weaker ele- 
ments. 


CONVINCED THAT HE 
IS ON THE RIGHT TRACK. 

I cannot and would not attempt to enter into details as to 
the preparation of our serums in such a brief article, nor de- 
scribe our experiments. As a mater of fact the average reader 
would not find such experiments so sensationally interesting as 
is generally imagined. 

Suffice it tu say gve have found that the organs can 
reached separately by injecting serums, and that, in a general] 
way, we are convinced that wé are on the right track ag to 
what must enter into the ccmposition of these serums to 
strengthen the nobler cells. 

tut probably vears will elapse before, step by step and after 
countless experiments, we can at last announce we have some- 
thing as positive and as thceroughly tested as Pasteur’s cure 
for hydrophobia, for instance. 

These researches must be looked upon as a combination of 
Brown-Sequard’s experiments. My celebrated predecessors 
treated an enfeebled human organ by the administration of the 
macerations of corresponding organs taken from healthy ani- 
mals. This work has immense value and still serves in the 
treatment of a number of diseases. But we are now proceeding 
on different lines, and we are entirely depending on direct cir- 
culation, not on the digestive processes. 


EXPERIMENTS ON HUMANS 
WILL SOON BE MADE. 

To conclude, man falls and loses his powers—-in other words, 
he falls into senile atrophy—through the destruction of har- 
mony in his cellular life. This harmony is destroyed, ac- 
cording to the lew of the survival of the strongest. Our hope 
is to provide certain threatened cells with artificial aids, which 
will makeysthem fit to cope with their enemies during a longer 
period. 

Very shortly we shall have the means and feel sufficlently 
advanced in our investigations to conduct some prudent ex- 
periments upon human beings. 

Scientifically, the possibility of prolonging life is established 
—practically, ‘tod knows when we shall discover it. 

How the prelongation of human life, so that it should last 
mortally to say 2n0%ears, would alter the whole scheme of the 
world! But to pursue that phase of the subject one must 
leave the field of science and enter the realms of philosophical 
speculation and poetry, and I don’t think an old physician like 
myself called upon to do that. ELIE METCHNIKOFF.

He replied promptly that the picture wag 
the same as the one in Brown's watch. At- 
torney Dugan began to question him as to 
where he had eeen the picture. The man 
s0 Mr. Dugam: avers, became agitated and 
then etubborn, and finally declared that he 
had seen the picture in the newspapers. 
Attorney Dugan claims that the picture 
had not been published up to that time 

The significance of this fourth person's 
Statements and actions is indicated by o.h- 
er information which Detective Shevlin se- 
cu rom a source that he does not care 
to reveal just now. This information is that 
the watch was given to Brennan and this 
man by Brady, oo the morning after the 
murder of Brown, when the murderers 
learned for t first time that Brown was 
dead, with the instruction that they throw 
the watch into the river. According to 
Shevlin's information they did not throw 
the watch into the river, but disposed of it 
to the jeweler Who afterwards killed his 
wife on account of it, divided the money 
and told Brady that they had thrown it into 
the river att foot of Cass avenue. 

In addition to the direct evidence out- 
lined above, Detective Shevlin has informa- 
tion of a second hand nature from a score 
of crooks that Brennan, Brady and An- 
drews committed the murder. All of Shev- 
lin’s igformation is that Brady. Brennan 
and Andrews composed a bigtrio in what 
was known as the ‘Blair Avenue Gang” at 
the time of the Brown murder; that the 
members of this gang met at a certain 
house on Blair avenue nightly to drink beer 
and plan robberies, and that the gang was 
presided over by a woman, mother of one 
of the members, who jis well Known to the

Brady was shot and killed by an officer 
while resisting arrest in Chicago four years 
ago.* Andrews was killed in Chicago by a 
fellow crook about one year ago. Bren- 
nan died of consumption in the Missouri 
penitentiary. 

The manner of Brennan's death corrob- 
orates another strong bit of evidence se- 
cured by Detective Shevlin. While Gov. 
Stone was in office he received an anony- 
mous note from S8Bt. uis. The writer 
stated that he was dyin f consumption, 
that he was one of the murderers of Brown 
and that Kaiser and Heinze were inno- 
cent. Sheviin secured a sample of Bren- 
nan’s writing, and compared it ‘with this 
anonymous note.. The writing in the note 
was the same as Brennan’s. 
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of the real murderers and the promise of 
secrecy imposed by Brennan. he secret 
was a burden that @eighted his conscience, 
but he was fearful to throw it off. 

Attorney Percival Adams claims he felt 
that to have made public the confession 
of Annie Boghines would have been 4 
breach of professional etiquette, and that 
he had received a large fee for his work. 
He his since set those scruples aside. 

If Kaiser and Heinze are indeed inno- 
cent, the truth of the Brown murder 1s 
melodramatic in the extreme. Kaiser and 
Heinze were sentenced to hang and were 
kept in suspense as to what their ultimate 
punishment would be for months. They 
were reprieved eight times, and as many 
times went through the agony of prepar- 
ing for the execution, They were within 
three hours of the ecaffold when their 
sentences were changed to life imprison- 
ment by Gov. Stone. They have served 6 
yea in the Penitentiary. 

If they are guiltiess they were convicted 
through a peculiar resemblance between 
themselves and the real murderers and the 
cleverness and av@riciousness of a per-

Edwin A. Brown, a stockman, who was 
living at 3119 Morgan street, was assaulted 
and beaten on the night of March 2. 1833, 
near the northeast corner of Garrison and 
Franklin avenues. The assault ¢ccurred at 
9:45 o'clock at the sidewalk end 01 the drive- 
way in what was then the Niedringhaus 
residence and is now the Baptist Hospital. 
Brown was robbed of a small sum of money 
and a gold watch The watch contained a 
icture of his young son. Brown died of 
bis injuries about an hour after the as- 
ault. 
The police arrested all the men who were 
on their records as suspicious characters 
within the next # hours. Among those ar- 
rested were Kaiser, Heinze and Charles 
McDonnell. All of the suspects were gubse- 
leased. 
Eee er Heinse and McDonnell were re- 
arrested March 13 on the descriptions of 
the murderers furnished the police by Car- 
rie Chapman and Bettie Robinson, domes- 


Oeil of the men had been arrested on minor 
charges prior to_thelr first arrest for the 
Brown murder. Heinze was 23 years old and 
lived at 3700 Easton avenue. He was also 
known by the alias of Jack Hennessy. 
Kaiser was 2 years old and lived on 
Francis street, near Cass avenue. Mc- 
Donne!] was 20 years old. He lived on Cole- 
man street, near North Market street. The 
negresses identified the men after their 
arrest, laying stress on the stature of the

lender proved an alibi for McDonnell. The 
latter was then under police surveillance. 
Allender met him within five minutes of 
the precise time of the murder, at the cor- 
ner of Grand and Easton avenues, and it 
was shown that McDonnell could not pos- 
sibly have gone to the scene of the murder 
in time to participate in the crime. 
Indisputable facts were introduced by 
both sides, positively fixing the time of 
the assault at 9:45 o'clock. Allender sent 
a man to the City Hospital from Grand 
and Easton avenues at that time and the 
detective found McDonnell at that corner 
when he arrived there. ’ 
Some women testified that Kaiser and 
Heinze were in their company in the down- 
town district at the time of the murder. 
Other women contradicted this testimony. 
Kaiser and Heinze were convicted and 
sentenced to hang. After the conviction At- 
torney Andrew Basan made great efforis 


‘to have them pardoned. 


There was a grave doubt in the minds of 
many persons that Kaiser and Heinze weve 
guilty. The East St. Louis Stock Exchange, 
which had offered $1000 of the reward, 
signed a petition for clemency. 

ttorhey Dugan submitted such evidence 
as he could collect to Gov. Stone as fast 
as it came to his hands. These bits of ev!- 
dence were what caused the Governor to 
frequently reprieve the men. 

Eventually the sentences were changed to 
life imprisonment, and Kaiser and Heinze 
were sent to the penitentiary in February, 
18%. two years after the murder. 

Attorney Dugan has never ceased working 
for a pardon for his clients. He addressed 
a letter to Gov. Btone in which he mate 
grave charges about the conduct of the de- 
fense. He alleged that valuable evidence, 
tending to discredit the Borghines woman, 
and other evidence supporting an alibi for 
Kaiser and Heinze was not introduced. 

Gov. Stone went out of office without hav- 
ing taken further action in the case.

While visiting the peitentiary last sum- 
mer President Hawes of the Police Board 
conversed with Kaiser and Heinze, and 
learned the history of their case from the 
guards, 

Some time after Mr. Hawes returned to 
St. Louis he decided to have the case of 
Katiser and Heinze fully investigated. He 
assigned Detective Shevlin to the work. 
Shevlin began at Jefferson City, Dec. 2 

While in the penitentiary Shevlin was 
given a note by a guard which the latter 
said he had intercepted between ‘Pidzgie’’ 
McCullouglt., a St. Louis convict, and Kali- 
ser. In this note McCullough stated that he 
knew the names of two of the men who 
murdered Brown, but he did not know the 
third man. A means of confirming this in- 
formation was set forth In the note. 

Shevlin visited Fred Eldredge and Dennis

oth of these men Jet Eye Brady was 
one of the murderers and both refueed to 
disclose the names of the others. These 
men knew of the death of Brady, but did 
nét es that Brennan and Andrews were 
dead.

Louts, placed him tn communication with 
Wiliam Smith, the honest man, who say 
Jack Brennan confessed complicity in 
murder. 

Smitn’s affidavit was made 
day. Detective Shevlin, Mr. Hawes and 
Charles H. Jones, secretary to Chief 
Campbell, visited Joseph McGarry, another 
member of the old Blair avenue gang, in 
the jail Thursday. In the course of a long 
conversation, McGarry admitted that he 
had knowledge of the Brown murder and 
said Brady confessed to him that he, 
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Jack rBennan and Boney Andrews were 
the murderers.

The reputation of the Boghines woman 
was investigated by Shevlin. The detective 
secured reproductions of the anonymous 
letters received by the police relative to 
Annie Boghines, one sent direct to the po- 
lice describing the woman as a witness to 
the murder, and the other given by her 
to the lice and said by her to have been 
received by her husband. 

Shevlin declares that these letters were 
written by the same person. He bases this 
copatyales on the chirography and compo- 
sition.

National Wholesale Grocers’ Associa- 
tion Attempts to Obtain Conces- 
sions, but Is Thrown Down 
by the Oontinental. 


St. Louls wholesale grocers and tobacco 
een held a meeting at the Mercantile Club 
yesterday afternoon to listen to an ex- 
posure of the latest scheme of the Conti- 
niental Tobacco Co% to secure a monopoly 
of the tobacco busincss of the United 
States. E. J. Scudder presi ied. 

The plan of the trust was explained by C. 
M. Judson of Grand Rapids, Mich., a mem- 
ber cf the executive committee of the 
National Wholesale Grocers’ Association. 
Bir. Judson, tn his address, devoted consid- 
erable time to a careful examination of the 
proposed “‘co-operation” of all the trade 
G@rme in the purel.ase of tobacco from the 
sentinental Company under the direction 

fH. LD. Lee, as “purchasing agent."’ When 

e had finished is inquiry, his hearers 
Eieeuen tn" declared they saw the tobacto 


ituaton in an entirely different light than 
gay in which they bad ever before viewed 
t. 


A recent letter sent out by the Contl- 
Mental -ompany led to the mveting. it 
contained statements of the future terms of 
the company that, if adhered to strictly 
would drive all dealers out of puaeese ae 
make trade in tobacco unprofitable. ‘he 
leiter announced that all discounts had 
been resrivved from trust gooda, except 
when purchased in quantities of 1,000,0N 
wounds or more a mouth. As no firm, in 
t. Louls can use that much ,jobacco/ in 
the prescribed time, the edict practicall 
meuns that local dealers are to be cus © 
from any aiscount whatever, when consid- 
ered, individually. The letter also contained 
the graded diccounts which would be al- 
lowed on purchases within the discount 

| Umit. They ran 1 per cent for every 1,00, - 
6@ pounds a mont, starting with 1 per 
cent for 1.000.000 rounds and ending with 
10 per cent for 9,000,000 pounds a month. 
The latter quantity must be purchased to 
at the old discount—a thing that is out 
of the question for any individua; dealer, 

The deaiers immediately conciuded that 
the company's purpose was to ropriate 
the discount to itself. But subsequent 
events convinced them that euch a purpose 
df it existed, was only secondary, and that 
the witimate object aimed at was monopoly 
of the tobacco tfade. A few days after 
this letter appeared, a man named H. D. 
lee made overtures to all dealers to ‘‘co- 

rate’ in the purchase of tobacco from 
the trust and establish him as their “pur- 

tohasing agent."" His argument was that 
no individual dealers use an amount 

ef tobacco large enough to procure a dis- 

count, but that, if ail the dealers would 

 @lub t ther and deputize him to buy their 
or them, they could get the advant- 

of the per cent discount through him, 

Tt. Lee's idea lausible enough 
and the dealers fell in line with it. te 
gcemed to present the only way out of the 
darknesa, and they eagerly followed it.

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THE “HOLD-UP” QUESTION, 


The question of the hold-up of the temporary lighting bills 
is “up to” Mr. Samuel M. Dodd, president of the Missouri-Edi- 
gon Blectric Co. 

On the floor of the House of Delegates Friday night Delegate 
Cronin oharged Chairman Tamblyn of the House Committee 
on Public Improvements with an attempt to “shake down” Mr. 
Dodd on certain lighting billig referred to his committee. Mr. 
Tamblyn, by implication at least, denied the charge. 

Here is a question of veracity between two members of the 
House of Delegates, on:a matter of vital importance to the 
people of St. Louis. Mr, Dodd can settle the question by a 
word.

If Mr. Tamblyn or any member of the llouse of Delegates or 
the Council tried to “shake down" Mr. Dodd or his corporation, 
| Mr. Dodd knows it. He knows all the circumstances. If the 
attempt was roade he can perform a valuable public service 
by exposing the man or men connected with it. If not, he can 
do an act of justice by denying it. 

The same question is “up’’ to every head of a corporation 
in St. Louls who knows of an attempt to get money for legis- 
lation. The corporations complain of the rapacity and dis- 
honesty of municipal legislators. Corporate officers not only 

admit corruption, but protest against the high prices of privi- 
leges and contracts. 

These corporate officers have the remedy in their own 
hands. It takes two to make a corrupt deal—the briber and 
the bribed. The silence of the man approached is necessary 
to the protection of the man who.approaches with @ corrupt 
proposition. Officers of corporations seeking privileges or con- 
tracts from the city have the power, not only to do away with 
corruption, but to drive every dishonest munic ipal official out 
of office. 

Officers of corporations with which municipal, legislators 
deal, or attempt to deal, fur legislative favors are men of 
wealth and standing in the community. It seems incredible 
that men of their character would either consent to corrupt 
deals with legislators or submit in silence to attempts to hold 
them up. 

Let these gentlemen speak out and tell what they know. If 
untrue charges are made, let them tell the truth and clear 
away scandal and injustice. 

The columns of the Post-Dispatch are open to them. 

If they have knowledge of corrupt transactions or proposi- 
‘tions, let them go befure the grandjury with the evidence in 
their possession. 

.The Post-Dispatch offers the corporation manage 
of warning against the policy of silence. 

These managers now enjoy the advantage of the sympathy 
of the people who believe that they are being held up by 
boodlers. 

They could not enjoy this advantage if St. Louis had a 
Mayor who posseased the courageous honesty to call the muni- 
cipal legislators to account and to prevent the sacrifice of pub- 
lic interests by quiet dickera between legislators and corpora- 
tion agents.

Due to Long Range Guns and the 
Fact That the Formation of the 
Fighting Line Has Been 
Changed. 


BATTLES PAST AND PRESENT.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6. 
To the Editor of the Sunday Post-Dispatch. ly 

In considering the subject of modern warfare it might be 
well to make a few comparisons in order to show the changed 
conditions resulting from the use of modern weapons. Nor- 
avithstanding tha fact that those now in use are far more 
powerful than any before invented or used by man, the loss 
of life in battle has graduxlly diminished as the use of long- 
range weapors has become general. Greater distances are 
maintained between the lines of hostile forces and great 
masses of troops are not exposed to fire. -The firing lines are 
not such conspicuous targets, being formed of men in single 
or double rank, who can occasionally regort to cover. 

The theater of war covers a more extensive territory, and 
yet, with all the changes, the same principles of strategy anid 
grand tactics prevail now as thousands of ‘years ago, and 
victory or disaster depends just as frequently upon the skill 
of the commanders. 

The losses in battle of mocern times, as compered with the 
times of Frederic the Great and Napoleon are considerably 
less, s 

The ancient battles of the Romans were the most sanguinary 
in history, the fighting being hand to hand, resulting usually 
in the annthilation of the defeated army. At the battle of 
Cannae, in which 77,000 Romans were engaged, 44,000 were 
killed or wounded and 25,000 were taken prisoners, while the 
loss of the Carthagenians, who were victorious, was only 
66,000 men. 

At Lundy's Lane, the severest engagement of the War of 
1812, the Americans lost 1200 men out of 6000 (20 per cent), and 
the British 900 out of 2800 (22 per cent). 


The two great battles of the age in point of loss are Water- 
loo and Gettysburg, and between them there is a remarkable 
similarity, both in numbers engaged and extent of casualties. 
At Waterloo the French numbered 80,000 men and 252 guns; 
the allies numbered 72,000 men and 186 guns. 

At Gettysburg the Union army numbered 82,000 men and 300 
guns; the Confederates 70,000 men and 250 guns. At Waterloo 
Wellington’s army lost 23,185, or 32 per cent; at Gettysburg 
Meade’s army lost 23,003, or 28 per cent. 

In the Crimean war the British loss in killed and wounded 
in the battle of Alma was 2012 out of a total force engaged of 
21,500, .the percentage being 9, and they lost 2357 men out of 
7464 engaged at the battle of Inkermann, or a percentage of 31. 

During the great Ciyll war, from 1861 to 1865, there were en- 
listed in the Union army over 2,250,000 men, and there were 
killed in action 4142 officers and 62,916 enlisted men (total 
67,058); died of wounds received in action, 2223 officers and 
40,789 enlisted men( total 43,012); died of disease 2795 officer@and 
221,791 enlisted men. Total, 224,586. 

In the present war in South Africa the British loss to date 
(December 29, 1899) has been 6812 in killed, wounded and pris- 
oners. From: the reports thus far received, however, jit ap- 
pears that in none of the engagements with the Boers have 
the British losses in killed or wounded exceeded 5 per cent. 


In @ campaign much depends upon keeping open the lines 
of communication over which these most necessary supplies 
for every army, food and ammunition, must be transported.

In South Africa, at the present time, the important British 
lines of communication are: For Lord Methuen’s column, from 
Cape Town to De Aar.

for Gen. Gatacre’s command, East London to Orange River, 
2225 miles, and for Gen. Buller’s army, Durban to Frere, 150 
miles. 
These columns are still within the British cotonies and have 
not yet reached the territory of the South African republics. 
From Pretoria, Durban is more than 400 miles distant; Port 
Elizabeth and Kast London more than 600, and Cc ape Town 900. 
The territory of the Transvaal is as large as Massachusetts, 
New York, New Jersey, and Pennsylvania combined: and from 
Pretoria it extends about 160 miles to the westward, 230 miles 
to ene cantward, 250 miles to the northward and 80 miles

The campaigns during the Civil war in our own country, bée- 
tween 1861 and 1865, iHustrate the results of the operations of 
two contending forces, equal in enterprise, energy and fortl- 
tude, and both under skilled generalahip. 

The use of long-range weapons gives the greater advantage 
to the force acting on the defensive, and this advantage can 
only be overcome by overpowering numbers on the side of 
the opposing force. 4 


There are some new implements of warfare, the use of which 
affords great aid to an army, Such as the wireless telegraph, 
the helilostat, the telephone and the telegraph, and whichever 
of two contenging armies is without these implements is at 
a corresponding disadvantage. The science of ballooning hes 
been brought to such perfection that ballons can be steadied 
against the currents of the winds, and, therefore, they are 
now recognized ae exceeding!y useful for the purpose of ob- 
taining knowledge of the topography of the country and the 
position of the enemy. Lyddite, a very powerfal explosive, 
far more destructive than the ordinary black powder, is used 
by the British ag the bursting charge in their shells, and 
can be counted as one of the modern appliances of war. Thls 
explosive, however, is not as powerful or destructive aa a 
powder recently inv ented by an American and adopted in our 
own service.

The question has been asked, “Is the Rough Rider to be 
the ideal: soldier of the Twentieth Century?’ Such anh im- 
pression is not warranted. The skillful horseman who can 
endure harship and can make long and rapid journeys with

They are exceedingly useful in reconfot- 
tering a countiy, cuting lines of communication, capturing 
and destroying depots of supplies, and when concentrated, 
can do effective work on either flank of the enemy. P 

Modern artillery also is most important and easential. It is 
terrifying and demoralizing to the enemy, while it gives conr 
fidence and encouragement tu the troops of the army useing it. 
The casualties, as a rule, are not so great in either the field 
artillery or cavalry as in the infantry arm, which is the foun- 
dation of all armies of the present day, as well as in former 
times. Its movements are slower, but its fire more destructive, 


Much has been said in regard to the value of good riflemen, 
as shown in the Transvaal] fighting. Knowledge of their rifles 
and skill in using them are of inestimable value to men of any 
army. The modern magazine rifle is sighted up to from 1800 
to 2400 yards, and of course the skillful use of it can only be 
obtained by practice, inteHigent care and proper instruction. 
Both long range individual sharpshooting and. volley. firing 
will be utilized in campaigns, The former renders the ground 
between the lines dangerous, If not untenable, and the latter, 
in close fighting, as in weeded or broken country or during 
night attacks, when the control by the officers of firing is most 
essential, is very effective. 

The use of the telegraph and steam power has made a vast 
difference in the art of war. Formerly it was next te im- 
possible to successfully carry on a war agairst the foreign 
country at long distances by the transportation then in use, 
Viz.: sailing vessels, as illustrated in our KRevolutionary war, 
and as late even as the Crimean war. Now the great steam 
transports, bearing all the personnel and munitions of war of 
modern armies, plough their way rapidly acroes the seas and 
daily and hourly communication can be maintained with 
forces operating cn the oppotite side of the globe. 

To meet the trials, exposure, hardship, disease-and dangers 
of war requires in the present time the same fortitude as was 
necessary during the past ages, and to become a true soldier, 
fulfilling all the requirements, the man who serves his country 
must be a patriot as well as be possessed of the stoutest heart, 

The war in South Africa is extremely interesting from the 
military point of view because of the test whieh it puts te 
the modern method of transpwurtation and the new weapons 
to which I have referred. Its result will throw new light upon 
many military problems. What that resuit will be depends 
upon 80 many possible devel pinents, political as well as mill. 
tary, that prediction woul! be unsafe If, however, the war ig 
fought to a close, with no Intervention, the far greater ree 
serve forces of the British in men and money are obvious,

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6—Few persons 
who visits the nationa] capita) and, in fact, 
not a great many residents, are aware of 
the system in operation at the White House 


for the protection of the President and his 
household. ‘ro the cagual observer there is 
apparently no Yeard system. Those who 
have visited the White House and moved 
throughout its large grounds have wondered 
at the apparent laxity They have even 
inquired why so much liberty and freedom 
of access to any portion of the President's 
private domain was allowed to all sight- 
seers. Some persons have remarked that it 
would be impossible for the policemen on 
duty there to tell by observation whether 
a visitor’ was there as a sightseer or an- 
archist who intended violence toward the 
| President or some member of his family. 
But at the samo time they have realized 
the fact that cranks and others are tin- 
variably excluded. The question with the 
uniniated is hew the thing ts prevented 
and where are these guards who seem tv 
see and know all that transpires. 

When one considers the methods for pro- 
tection eres by the Eastern ru.ers the 
contrast wit those in vogue here is 
marked. Here there has never been felt a 
genuine necessity for an armed quard for 
the President and his family ince the 
bigth of the republic it has 
two assassinations of Presidents, those of 
IAncoln and Garfield, and on neither occa- 
sion was the deed committed at the White 
House. On one occasion only did any per- 
son ever gain entrance to the White House 
who it was thought meant harm to the 
President and it developed that the indl- 
vidual was not responsibie for what he did 
aml was simply seeking notoriety. 

While no necessity is felt for a etrong 
guard at the White House, there is, never- 
theless, the due and necessary precaution 
to guard against emergencies. 

This guard systemaAs practically an in- 
novation, as it has Deen in existence but 
a little more than a year. Previous to its 
organization, and, in fact, since the last 
military guard was withdrawn from the 
White House after the death of President 
Garfield, there was always a small force at 
the mansion, but there was not such a 
g00d system. The present system is con- 
sidered as nearly perfect as possible, and, 
moreover, there it no display about it. 

To begin- with, the White House is sur- 
rounded by policemen at all hours of the 
day and night. Each policeman does duty 
for eight houds and only fifteen policemen 
are detailed for the twenty-four hours, 
which are divided into tiizree watches. 

In charge of these policemen are two 
sergeants, who do twelve-hour “tricks” of

This dinner, it 
is presumed, effectually settie the 
burning controversy which has raged since 
the marriage of Admiral Dewey. 

Mrs. Dewey attonded the White House 
reception New Year's Day. She was al- 
lotted a place in the line of callers, She 
was among the civil officers of the Gov- 
ernment and their wives, who followed 
members of the diplomatic corps and the 
Supreme Court. 

But the long, tortuous line moved too 
slowly for Mrs. Dewey, who is an ener- 
wetic body.

HE REPLIES. TO DOS PASSOS. 


USELESS TO DENY EXISTENCE OF 
‘THES COMBINES. 


Legislative Act That Allowed Consoli- 
dation of All the Street Railroads 
in St. Louis Is Severely 
Condemned.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—Chariles Claflin 
Allen, Associate City Counselor of St. 
Louis, to-day delivered an address before 
the Industrial Commission on the subject 
of trusts. He was invited to reply @o tne 
argument of Mr. Dos Passos of New York, 
who made an address several weeks ago in 
defense of trusts. 

Mr. Allen's argument was exhaustive, He 
dismissed Mr. Dos Passos’ arguments early, 
on the ground that Mr. Dos Passos, in de- 
fending the trust, had denied that anything 
of the kind existed, and had simply con- 
fined himself to a defenso of present finan- 
cial industrial conditions. 

Mr. Dos Passos had stated that the chief 
reason for aggregations of capital was the 
necessity for keeping business secrets. In 
reply to this, Mr. Alien said: | 

“The main object of the trust was to 
carry out the combination agreement 
whereby prices were to be fixed and pro- 
duction Mmited. These purposes being 
strictly contrary to the law, it is highly 
probable that the members of the trust 
agreement desired to keep their proceedings 
a secret, since the public knowledge of 
them would lead to a dissolution, by law, 
of ther combination, and might lead to 
more serious consequences on the criminal 
side of the court to the individual partici- 
pants” . |

Mr. Alien outlined the history of the 
Standard Oi] Company, showing its con- 
nection with the railroads and its ability, 
through rate discriminations by the ralil- 
roads to crush competitors. He said that 
many of the persons who accepted such 
favors from raltroads had evidently for- 
gotten.or ignored the fact that criminality 
was involved tn such discrimination. On 
this subject he cited the latest report of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission. Con- 
tinuing he said: 

“December 23, 1899, the St. Louls Post- 
Dispatch published an article which stated 
in effect that the Standard Oil Company 
was responsible for the recent panic in 
Wall street. That cost innocent stock- 
holders $80,000,000 in one day, and forced the 
areat American Government to come to the 
rescue. According to the acount, Mr 
Anthony N. Brady, representing the New 
Amsterdam Gas interests, was oppose! to 
the Standard Ol control. This tremen- 
dous financial fight was represented as be- 
ing made by the Standard ©) people in 
order to force their rivals to throw over the 
New Amsterdam Gas Company.” 

Mr. Allen said that such reports, even 
though minor inaccuracies should have 
crept In, showed what might be done by a 
large aggregation of capital, In the way of 
destroying alversaries. They indicated 
that at some time the Standard ©11 Compa- 
ny might be greater than even the Govern- 
ment itself. 

Mr. Allen offered a*number of suggestions 
for the suppression of the trust evil, several 
of which have been made before. Two of 
his suggestions he said he had never seen 
advanced before. 

One was that Congress enact a law pro- 
hibiting interstate commerce by a trust be- 
tween a State that permitted ¢ 
that prohibited them. In other words, to 
eliminate the interstate commerce defense 
set up by trusts when they ere attacked.

INDIGNATION OF CITIZENS. 


DASTARDLY OUTRAGE ON A 
HELPLESS WOMAN. 


Northwestern Section of City Aroused 
to an Intense State—Vigilance 
Committee Organized—Other 
Burglaries in the 
Neighborhood. 


Mrs. Virikda Caulfield, 52 years old, of 
2308 Euclid avénue, underwent a terrible ex- 
perience at the hands of a burglar at her 
home early Friday morning.

“Give me your money,” he said, pressing 
his hand to her face. The woman pleaded 
for mercy and begged the robber to ¢ 
away. a & j ; 

“All I have,"’ she said, “is in the bureau 
drawer. 

The burglar went to the bureau and took 
therefrom a gold watch ‘and chain and 
about $15 in cash. Then he returned to the 
bed amd ordered Mrs, Caulfield to throw 
the covers from her head. 

“Tl want more money,” ‘he said, hoarsely. 

Mrs. Caulfief4 repifed that she had given 
him everything she possessed. 

“There's some under the pillow,” insisted 
the negrd. | 

As Mrs. Caulfield raised her hend to let 
him leok he thrust the revolver against her 
cheek and sprang upon’hber. It was a ter- 
sible moment and Mrs. Caulfield tried to 
ery for help. Asleep in the adjoining room 
was her son, Henry 8. Caulfiéid, who is 
the Attorbey for the /Lincoln. Trust Co. 
Hie had retired but a ‘short while before 
and did not heat his mother. 

For five minutes she was at the mercy of 
the insatiate negro. Her son declares the 
outrage was the most brutal ever perpe- 
trated in the city. 
“My mother,” 


he said to the Post-Dis- 


‘patch, “is prostrated from the shock and 


the horrible ordeal through which she 
passed. has added years to her life. She 
was brutally assaulted by the black wretch. 
and you may say if he is caught the crime 
will not go without the severest punishment 
known to the law. 

“Never shall I forget the look of agony 
and despair written on my mother's face 
as she dragged herself into the room, and 
throwing herself at my feet, she said: 

“Oh, Henry, something terrble has hap- 
pened to me. Are you all right? 

“Tl had scarcely been aroused, and asked 
her what the trouble was. She told me, and 
my feelings at that mement cannot be de- 
ectived. 

“Several citizens called at my house last 
night to talk the matter over, and we have 
decided to use every method in our power 
to apprehend the gullty person. We thought 
it best, or rather the police did, to say noth- 
ing of the occurrence at present, but no 
family is safe while such outrages are held 
secret. 1 was wiiling, however, to assist 
the police, and acceded to their wishes be- 
cause I wanted to give them a chance, bu: 
now I am free to lay the whole affair be- 
foré the public.” \ : 

A Post-Dispaich reperter called at the 
Caulfield residence yesterday afternoon. The 
young Woman in charge of the house said 
she was Mrs, Cauifield’'s daughter-in-law, 
and that Mrs. Caulfiell was too Ill to be 
seen. 

“Her condition,” she added, “is quite se- 
rious: in fact, | may say critical, and she 
is sufiering from pnervcusa prostration.

HEARSES TO BE SUPPLANTED. 


Comfort and Health of Mourners Con- | 


sulted in a New Enterprise 
Shortly to Be Inaugurated.

6t. Louis is to have rapid transit funer- 
als. People are going to take their de- 
parted to the cemetery by electricity. The 
ewitt-gliding electric cer is to tuke the 
place of the slow, stately hearse. Funeral 
cars aie about to make their entrance. 

The St. Louis Funeral Transportation Co. 
has been formed and it will soon be ready 
for business. ‘The officers of the company 
are William B. Ittner, president; Lewis 
Jackson, secretary, and William R. Stub, 
blefield, general manager. The company 
fis having two funeral cars bullt by a SL. 
Louls concern. They wi.l be finished short- 
iy and be put Into service. Others will be 
added to keep pace with the growth of the 
business. 

The company has contracted with the 8t. 
Louls Transit Co. for handling its funeral 
Cars over ail the lines of the system, and 
elise to furni-h extra vara for me 
frends when they are desired. “he cars 
“ure to be jeft in the care of the Transit 
Company. 

Ne.ther the Funeral Transportation Com- 
pany nor the Transit Company is to en- 

ge directly in the undertaking business. 

‘be Funeral Transportation Company will 
furnish the funeral cars to undertakers 
and funeral directors. These cers will sim- 
Fa take the place of the hearse and car- 


iages. The funeral in other respects will 

the same as it is now, 

When a trolley funeral is ordered the 
funeral car will be rent to the house or 
ehurch or as near to either as possible. 
The cacket will .be placed in ft. The 
mournera and friends will take their seats 


and in a very shgrt time the “cortege” 
witl be at the cemetery. 

It is stated that 9% per cent of the 
churches of tho city are now on car lines 
or very near them, or will be as soon as 
the contemplated new track has been iaid. 
in order to make provision fcr _ trolley 
funerals where the church or residence is 
off of a car line smal] chapels wiil be 
erected along the lines, from which funerals 
may take place. 

The funeral cars are to be 48 feet long. 
They will be divided into four compart- 
ments, one for the casket and flowers, one 
for the family, one for pallbearers ani 
one for friends. Eeach one will acco:inmo- 
date from # to & persons. The exterior 
finish will be black. The windows will be 
heavily draped. ‘rhere will be cushioné:l 
cane chairs instead of stationary seats. A 
car of pure white will be provided for the 
funerals of childrer. 

To avoid hastening embarkation unduly 
nt church or house or delaying regular 
traffic a portable switch will employed, 
which will enable the regular cars to go 
around the funeral car while it ils waiting 
on the track. 

St. Louis will not be the first citw to 
adopt funeral cars. A number of cities 
have been having trolley funerals for some 
tme. Chicago and Oshkosh, Wis., are twa 
of the latest cities to adopt them. The 
advantages urged for them are their com- 
fort in summer and winter, the saving of 
time and the reduction of discomfort and 
the economy. It is claimed that the cost 
can be reduced about one-half.

There was a corn famine 
in Mexico and Mr. Bagley’s firm contracted 
to deliver 2000 cars of corn to the Mexican 
Governmem to save the starv.ng people. 
They shipped the corn over the M., Kh. & 
T. Road, the company to deliver all the 
grain within a certain time, 

This, it was claimed, the company failed 
to do, although 1300 cars were dclivered 
promptly. 

In answer the railroad claimed that tle 
removal of the duty on grain by the 
Mexican Government at that time caused 
so much grain to be sent into the country 
that the tracks were blockaded, and they 
were unable to move the remaining wv 
cars for the W. Hl. Harris Co. This block- 
ade, the railroad claimed, removed its lla- 
bility in the premises. 

The courts held other views apparently. 
for in the first trial before the Circuit Court 
at Paola, in $2.07 damages were 
awarded to the plaimiff. The case tl 
went to the Supreme Court, and was 
manded for retrial on a technical error.

DEMAND -FOR WHEAT SMALL. 


Better Conditions Expected in the Pit 
by Traders This Week—World’s 
Wheat Supply. 


In the early part of last week higher 
prices seemed to justify the opinion of the 
bulls that the market had at last found 
its bottom, and that from now on there 
would be a much stronger and better seil- 
ing marke:. Later foreign slumps and a 

r export demand to support the trade 
omed tne market down foiawing the dic- 
tates of the futures in Chicago and aimost 
tc:ally ignoring the grain news of tnis coun- 
try which cousistead in the main of small 
pranary receipis and bDuiiish crop bulle- 

3s. 

ine Ohio crop bulletin reports a bad sit- 
uation. the wheat condition has been re- 
duced 5 points in the last month owing to 
the ravages of the spanish fiy. Corn is in 
a better condition. It is tigured at $7. 

Reports from the Argentine are encour- 
aging to the bears. The wheat harvest is 
stili progressing nicely, the weather remain- 
ing favorable and insects are not making 
trouble. The shipment from the Argentine 
Republic was small for wheat, and slightly 
larger for corn than the week before. Th's 
had some effect on the foreigm markets. 
causing a slight advance which was quick- 
ly lost. 

The general tendency of trade abroad 
Was upward, but was not supported strong- 
ly enough by this side's prices to hold. A 
shipmen: of La Plata wheat being offered 
at a much lower price than the same grade 
of American, the market took another tum- 
ble forcing this side down with it. 

The visible supply was under the week 
before, but seemingly had little effect on. the 
market even when coupled with the almost 
unchangingly small primary receipts. 

The latter part of the week saw things 
changed, the Northwest began to improve 
in its receipts. and now has a large stock 
on hand, which Is very discouraging to the 
bulls, as with this grain in the country and 
the markets as weak as they are at present 
the price that the cereals will reach cannot 
be figured. 

Minneapolis and 2272 cars last week, 
againat 2800 the week before, and 2970 the 
same week last year. Exports for the 
week, wheat and flour: 2,509,000 bu, com- 

ared with 361 bu the week before and 6,- 

000 the same week last year. Seaboard 
clearances, July 1 to date.

May wheat opened at 71%c and on higher 
cabies advanced to 72%c, closing the day's 
trade at 72c bid, a high figure was made 
for the week Wednesday, when the future 
sold at T24c, the low was made Saturday, 
being 70%c; the close was at that figure 
for a bid price. July and Jan. did litle 
trade, beginning in the latter at 70c, closing 
at 68%c bid. July opened at @%c, closing 
at 68%4c. 

The demand wae the chief thing to com- 
plain of in the wheat market throughout 
the week. It was very small, but this was 
jargely due to the poor export demand. 
This has improved some. 
bu were reported as cleared from Boston. 

May corn popes at 31%c. closing at the 
Same figure bid. Jan. only had nominal 
ard bid quotations. 

Oats were dull and tInactive. May sold 
Saturday at 24\%c, the only sales for the 
week. This was the only future to open. 

From the outlook it seems as if there 
would be verv weak marketa this week. 
Tuking the news of last week as a whole 
it has been favorable to the bears, each 
item causing some change iy the cereals. 
The few items that were to the fidvantage 
of the bulls were almost ignored, showing 
that at present the larger share of the 
traders are on the bear side. On the oth- 
ther hand, if, as some traders say, all that 
is needed to bring the market up isa better 
export demand we have good reason to hope 
for a better condition of affairs in the pit. 
Our clearances are not large, but several 
good sales to the United Kingdom have 
been reported. 

We cannot expect to follow the trade 
abroad, as has been thoroughly demonsirat- 
ed, losses ee made here in the face ef 
advances in Liverpool. 

We may look for our cue from the Chi- 
cago market.

for fine Jersey cows or blooded fowls, for breed- 
ing purposes, at prices which have little to do 
with the value of the yield of butter or eggs. At 
present the demand for stock for breeding pur- 
poses is so active that it is difficult to obtain 
hares for eating, and comparatively few of the 
residents of this section have tasted them. Before 
long this will be changed, and we may expect to 
see Belgian hare meat as frequently on the 
menus of our first-class restaurants as chicken, or 
turkey, or duck. 

One of the most complete and comprehensive 
manuals on the Belgian hare was issued last 
year by B. C. Platt of this city, who is one of 
the ploneers of the industry in Southern Cali- 
forria. From that work the following informa- 
tion regarding the hare and its treatment is con- 
densed: 

There are a great many. different opinions as 
to the origin of the Belgian hare, but it Is con- 
ceded by nearly all authorities that to a few keen 
students of nature in Belgium we are indebted 
for the present type, much improved later by the 
English fanciers, until finally a atandard of exce!l- 
lence was adopted which has been accepted the 
world over. 

There are many people, even breeders, who still 
think that the Belgian can be found in its wiid 
state in some countries of Europe. It was to 
produce a domestic animal that would resemble in 
its general appearance the real wiki historic 
hare, with all its graceful outlines, beautiful col- 
or and sige, that those scientific breeders set to 
work in their experiments, and the result may 
well be looked upon with wonder. 

They did not begir In a haphazard manner, 
but weighed well the points of the different types 
of rabbit which they thought most likely to pro- 
duce the desired animal. They selected one for its 
shape, another for its color, the next for size 
and weight, and so on until finally the production 
of a close counterpart of the wild hare in all its 
fine outlines has been produced; and they also 
found that it would breed generally to its stand- 
ard. Here it may be said ends the similarity, for 
their characteristics and habits are entirely dif- 
ferent. The wild hare never burrows and only 
breeds twice a year, dropping her young—rarely 
exceeding two—under some shrub or brush in the 
open field, ready to feed, and their eyes open 
within 24 hours from birth, while the Belzian de- 
Hghts In burrowing, will breed six times a year 
if permitted, with from. six to fifteen he!pless 
young in a brood; their eyes do not open for 
nine or ten days, and in every way showing their 
common rabbit tendency. 

The Belgian hare originated in Phe early part 
of the eighteenth century, and was at that time 
called “‘Leoporine.”’ .They were taken up by Eng- 
lish fanciers about 183, and were soon bred with 
two separate and distinct obect’ in view; Mm the 
one instance that which prempted their fire: pro 
duction, and im the other for meat production 
alone. 

The result was phat the fanciers of England 
soon subdivided the leporines, 


>to commission houses in Ostend 


calling the large 


’* 


“Flemish Giants,’ and the original type 
in which manner they have since 
been bred. The “fancy” of England took decided- 
ly to the Belgian hare, and in 1882 they drew up 
a standard which was universally adopted, but 
was revised In 1889. 

In the year 1896 the fanciers of America tddK 
to the breeding of Belgian hares in good earnest, 
and many of the choicest specimens of England 
that money could buy were imported. This led 
to the formation of the National Belgian Hare 
Ciub in 1897, the objects of which are clearly set 
forth In the constitution and by-laws. This again 
led to the adoption of the ‘*“‘American standard of 
excellence for Belgian hares,’ which was pro- 
duced by attaching to the English standard the 
necessary ligt of disqualifications to enable its ac- 
cvrate application in the showroom, and also the 
accption of an “official score card” of the Na- 
ticnal Belgian Hare Club. 

The possibilities of this industry, which by some 
is regarded as a senseless fad, may be realized 
from an investigation of what is done in Belgium, 
the original home of the hare, or “Ostend rabbit,”’ 
as it is @alled in Engiand, when used for 
purpeses. 

In Belgium at this time of year tens of thou- 
sands of these animals may be purchased ata 
price ranging from 40 cents to ® cents each, Vast 
numbers of these hares run wild, like the Amer!- 
can jack-rabbit. They weigh from six to eight 
pounds, and can only be hunted during a few 
months of the year. The tame rabbit is bred only 
in the previnces of Antwerp. All country people 
keep some. Each country place of any importance 
has its market day, once a week, where the farm- 
ec takes his prodects There buyers purchase 
the rabbits, some by hundreds anil others by 
theusands, according to their means. They trike 
them home. kill, dress and pack them tn cases 
of 80 to 100, according to size. Then they are 
and sold on the 
London nrarket as “Ostend rabbits.”’ 

Frem September until January the shipments 
average from 200 to 3°) cases weekly. Then, un- 
til the end of May, they decrease graduajly, stop- 
png altogether in summer. The vases average 
2) to 38 pounds of meat. The skins are.sold to 
large furriers in Ghent, Brussels or Rouwlers, and 
turned into furs, while large quantities are also 
shipped to New York.

The season before last was the General's lucky 
year. ‘He shot 926 ducks during his two months’ 
stay on the river, this being more than twice the 
number of birds killed by any other member of 
the party. 

Now the old General,

The life of Gen. Morris has been one of 
stant activity from the time he left West Point, 
a boy not out of his teens, until the present 
day. His career has been a remarkable one in 
miuny respects. Long ago he established a repu- 
tation as a public-spirited citizen whose presence 
was a benefit to the community. He is.a soldier of 
the first ramk, a civil engineer of the highest class, 
and a sportsman “from the ground up."”” Wihen- 
ever he has undertaken to do a thing he has never 
falied to do it, and to dt it well, too, whether it 
Was superintending the building of a bridge, or 
leading a band of soldiers against a fierce foe, or 
shooting ducks in the Illinols River. 

The General's full name is Thomas Armstrong 
Morris. He was born In Nicholas County, Ky., 
Dec. 3B, 181k * y 

In 1821 his parents moved to Indianapolis, at 
that time a settlement of a few families. with 
nothing to commend it save the fact that it was 
the capital of the State. Two years after the 
Morris family had taken up his home in the little 
Ind'una village “‘Tom"”’ began to learn the print- 
er’s trade in the office of the town’s®newspaper, 
now the Indianapolls Journal. ; 

This work he continued three years, All of this 
time te had been dividing his attention between 
the schoolroom and the printing shop, but at the 
age of 16 he was sent to schoo] “in earnest,’ 
as he called it, and three years afterward was ap- 
petnted to a cadetship at W est Point, He started 
for the military collage on horseback, riding as 
far as Cincinnati, whence the routeWast was by 
way of the Ohio River. 

He graduated from West Point In 1834, standing 
fourth ina class of %, and immediately was brev- 
eted second lieutenant of the First Artillery in the 
regular army. After about one year’s service at 
Fort Monroe, Va., and Fort: King, Fla... he was 
detallied by the War Department to assist Maj. 
Ogden of the Engineer Corps in constructing the 
National road to Indiana and Illinois, and had 
charge of the division between Richmond and In- 
diaapolis, this being the first turnpike road in the 
State. 

lie resigned from the service after a year, and 
Was made resident engineer in the Indiana State 
service, having charge of the construction of the 
Central Canal during this period, 

From 1541 until IM7 he was ohief eng 
Miudison & Indianapolis Railroad, and after it 
had been abandoned by the State at Vernon, he 
built it from that point on to Indianapolis, this 
being the first railroad in Indiana. 

Hie was the chief engineer 4f the Terre Haute 
& Richmond Rallway from 1M7 to 132, and he was 
also chief engineer of the Indianapolis @ Belle- 
foritaine Koad during this time. 


From 1852 until 184 he was the chief engineer

The following two years he was the president of 
the Indianapolis & Bellefontaine Railroad, and 
then returned to the Indianapolis & Cincinatl 
Road as its chief engineer. 

Gen. Morris was married in 14 to: ‘Miss Rachel 
Irwin of Madison, and soon after erected tne 
marsion that now fronts on New Jersey street, 
between Twelfth and Thirteenth streets. At the 
time the house was built it was far from the 
town of Indianapolis, and, save for the house put 
up ‘about the same time by Robert B. Duncan, 
here was no other dwelling for several miles. 
For many years the famous old Morris homestead 
stood in the midst of a great estate of 2) acres, 
surrounded by forest and fruit trees, presenting 
one of the prettiest pictures of the old-fashioned 
homes to be found in this part of the coufitry. 

Orly within the past few years has the estate 
succumbed to the attack of the growing city and 
allowed its onte sacred ‘territory to. be overrun 
with modern asphalt streets and cement side- 
walks. 

Many .of the old soldiers wil say that “Tom” 
Morris narrowly escaped being one of the great 
heroes of the civil war.. In fact, he was one of 
the great heroes, althowgh he never received 
the credit due him or his part in the great strug- 
gle. Shortly before the war broke out he became 


captain of a local military company that used the. 


Courthouse yard asa drill grounds. He was a 


West Point graduate and thoroughly understoqd , 


all the moveménts known to military science. 
His company attained a reputation as the finest 
orranizaztizon of the kind In the State, for its cap- 
tal possessed all of the natural qualities of a 
military commander.

In planning and building Gghe old State Ditch, 
Gen. Morris is largely reaponsible for the growth 
of Indianapolis from a smal]l village to a great 
city. In the old days before the ditch was made, 
the high waters from Fal] Creek in the rainy 


months of the year would rush in a mad torrent 


across the town in southwestern direction, often 


at a depth of from three to five feet, compelling |

Many a man, as we all know, has made a fortune 
through judicious advertising. Take two men starting in business at the 
same time. One uees all the money he makes in living wel! and some- 
times even extravagantly. The other invests all the surplus cash that 
be can lay his hands on in ‘advertising here, there, everywhere that 
he thinks will attract public notice. What is the result? The man wh» 
advertises has crowds flocking to nis shop to see the beauties of the 
advertised govods, and as the public begins to run se they will continue 
from sheer force of habit. The first shopkeeper will in the mean time 
be sitting, unthought of and uncared for, aghast at the crowds which 
daily tnrong the counters of his competitor, and bitterly bewailing the 
bad tuck which has followed his own venture into trade. Yet he has no 
one to blaine for it but himself. 

The progressive, fearlers man is the man who will make his way 
every time—he who takes up new ideas and is not afraid to promulgate 
them. The man, for example, who would introduce linoleum instead of 
Ollcloth, seeing at once its eventful superiority over the latter, even 
though at first glance the price of lincieum might seem exorbitant. 

Seme persons might consider that old Commodore Vanderbilt was 
dishonest because he did not refund the money which the stockholders 
of the Hudson River and Harlem Railroads would have mace if they 


had cuntinued to hold their stock after he took hold of the roads. . 


But he “was not. They cheated themselves out of the money by not 
being far-sighted enough t« hold on to their steck. 

When tha Commodore had made $20,000,000 in shipping of various 
sorts he looked about for something good in which he might invest his 
eapital. He found these railroads, which were then in a most deplor- 
able out-of-date condition—the stock oniy worth $5 on $100—and the 
bones Fou,could not sell for love or money. But he took hold, bullt new 
bric gee, put all modern improvements into the car service, advocated 
new signal systems, in shert he infused new blood into the entire service 
vf the road at an enormous outlay of cupital—and then he waited. And 
all the capital came back, bringing much additional wealth along with 
it. But the stockholders who had sold out a Ittle too soon groaned in 
anguish of spirit--too late. too late! 

; bave seen many men become Wealthy through dishonest nethods, 
end iny experience with them has taught me this: That most men 
who cain wealth dishonestly, if they live lung enough, get poor again. 
Tt is almost an invariable rule, and it ix reasonable enough, if you stop 
to figure it out, for it comes about in this way: A man employs dis- 
honest methods and yet he becomes very wealthy. All his constttu- 
ents kiow that his career is just a little bit shady as regards business 
methods, but he sails serenely along fintil a crucial moment arrives — 
A moment such as we had last week—when “Money! reatly money! Cash 
at any price!” was the cry of the maddened brokers. Then he finds his 
Waterloo, The credit which he might have obtained, the confidence 
of reliable, reputable firms whieh he might have commanded, are not 
forthcoming. His reputation for shady dealings, his ability to slip out 
of iignt places, his dceftn+ss at evading technicalities of ordinaty busi - 
ress methods, all cause the firms who would otherwise have ¢ome to 
his assistance to steer clear of such a trickster as he is known to have 
been---and he goes to the wall. : 

The main temptation with which the ordinary business man of to- 
day is heset is the temptation to misrepresent his capital or business 
rrepects and thus obtain greater credit. But don't do it. It dues not 
ray. The old, old adage, “lionesty Is the best policy,”’ is the safest 
n otto for every business man to follow. .And I know what I am talking 
about, too, 

“Re good and you'll be happy, but you won't have a good time.” 
may sound very smart and elicit rounds of applause, but it is a fallacy 
throuch and through. It is easier, much easier, for an honest man to 
become wealthy than for hfs dishonest brother, whe may seem to pros- 
per for a time, but, mark my words, it is only a temporary success.

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PROGRESS IN DISCOVERY 
AND INVENTION. 


By Congressman David A. DeArmond of Missouri. 


Hily last quarter of the nineteenth century has witnessed marvel- 
vus pregress in discovery and invention. Old, cumbersome and 
costly processes have given place tu new, convenient and cheap 
devices in very many flelds of buman endeavor. Much of the de- 

velopment is evolution, confined to nv country, race or system of govern- 
ment. None, howeer, has been more fertile in mind products than our 
own countrymen. 

Since in many lines the world has found out so much the world 
ought to be much better than it was 25 years ago, and those who dwell 
on it now ought te live far edsier and far happier than their fathers 
did. If they do not something is wrong in method and detail. 


Kituriness enterprises are carried on with greater economy than of‘ 


old, and much that was troublesome wast yesterday is a valuable 
product to-day—-the by product often yiclding greater profits to the 
producer than the chief product ever brought. But in one place ex- 


penses grow greater instead of less, the waste increasing and the by- 


products decrease. 

That place is the government estab'ishment. 

Inventions and discoveries, it is true, find their way Into this huge 
concern, efficient there as elsewhere, to lighten labor and increase 
products, but expenses increase and multiply, as if other and still more 
potent and sensitive devices had been introduced to work ceaseless!y 
in the opposite direction s© 28 to swell the volume of expenditures with 
a spéed constantly Increasing. 

Figures, I think, need not be given to impress upon the thoughtful 
mind the truths just stated, and yet a few figures might prove inter- 
esting. ys 

In 1880, when the population of the United States was 31,443,521, the 
total expenditures of our Giovernment amounted to $63,130,598.39, a trifle 
more than $2 per capita. By the census of 1880 the population appears 
to have increased to 50,155,783, and the regular annual appropriations 
fur the fiscal year 1880 were $190,457,445.06. Thus. while population had 
increased about 60 per cent, expenditures had increased about 200 per 
eent. In addition to the sum named, nearly as much more—$181.662, 184.24 
—was included in the “permanent annual appropriations” for that yvear. 

The regulac annual appropriations for 1990 (the fiscal year beginning 
duty, 4, 1899, and ending June 30, 1900), amount to $546,302,802.29. In this 
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aeiuded the army appropriation of $580,430,204.06 and the navy ap- 

priation of $48,099,969.48. Deductig nthe aggregate of these two sums

w) to be $417,772,628.65. Likewise deducting the same items from the 

ike total for 1880 we find that the remaining regular annual appro- 
priations for that year amount to $149,630,176.11. 

Now, supposing that the inhabitants of the United States at pres- 

‘ number 75,000,000 (and that is putting it high), it.will be seen that 
ile our population has increased 50 per cent from 1880 to 1900 tie 
ilar annual appropriations for 1900 (excluding army and navy 
copriations in both Instances) are more than 175 per cent 
iter than the regular annual appropriations for 1880. And yet 
account has been taken of the further appropriation for 190 of 
678,220 under the head of “permanent annual appropriations.” 
Bic estimate for the next fiscal year—July 1, 1900, to July 1, 1901-—Is 
855,248.78. 
Noe just the reverse of what these figures prove should be true— 
xpenditures in governmental affairs ought to be growing less per 

apita year by year or, at least, devade after decade, especially in an 
ra «f discovery and invention and of economy in production and dis- 
tribution. When the movement is the other way, as in the conduct of 
the affairs of our Government, suvely all is not well‘and much not so 
nearly right as it can be and should be. 

Contrast as you please the expenditures of our Government in the 
Presidency of Buchanan or Lincoln, to say nothing of earlier times, 
with the expenditures under McKinley, considering population and the 
other facts of the different periods. It will be found that while the 
business which men carry on for themselves is durie now quicker and 
vith less cost than in the ‘50's and ‘60's, in the business done for the 
Government the cost is relatively. greater than before and the gain in 


specd is much behind the average outside the walls of Uncle Sam's big, 


nocuses, 

It would seem as if those agencies which ,work advancement in the 
wortd of business have a reverse action and effect in Uncle Sam's hands, 
or, »erhaps we should say, in the hands of our Uncle's servants.

Spain never succeeded in getting the possession 
of the Philippine Islands in the 400 years that have elapsed since Pope 
Alexander VI. granted whatever title he had to the new ‘world in 
1495 Our peace commissioners bought dnty a quit claim deed, of which 
the only basis is the bull of the Pope, 400 years old.

Hefore he had left 
in h® second term he had brought them down from a considerable 
excess over $5 to less than %. Half of this average of $5 was the cost 
of government, the other half went for pensions and interest on the 
civil war debt.

It is easy to prove these charges. We numbered 76,000,000 people. 
At $ per head our national expenses and taxes would have been $380.,- 
MOOG, Mr. Giage's report proves that they were $605,000,000, and to- 
day's peper (Dec. 24) states that the first act of the pregent Congress 
must be to cover a deficiency in the al my and navy on last year’s ap- 
propriation of over $50,000,000, Therefore the cost of the Philippine 
“niggers” in the last year, ending June 30, 1899, was $225,000,000 in cash, 
With $50,000,000 more due to make ul the d ‘ficiency, That comes to 
$22.50 a head cash and $5 per head yet to pay. Yet our “niggers” who 
are in the custedy of our slavekeeper, the Sultan of Sulu, may buy 
themselves at $20 each. A losing business. 

Mr Gage guesses that he can get along with a Iittle less money 
from the taxpayers this fiscal year, ending June 30, 1900, but there 
dows net seem to be muen sign of it yet. Our expenditures since June 
50 are very nearly if not quite at the eld rate of last year, $8 per head. 
or at the rate of over $200,000,000 for the price of “niggers” of the pres- 
ent year, and still the “niggers” refuse to be bought. They value 
‘hemselves at a much higher price. , 

Up te date, therefore, we have spent $200,000,000 last year. ending 
June 20, 1899; $100,000,000 this fiscal year up te Dec. 31, with $50,000,000 
to be made up for deticiency, and Mr. Gage gives a guess or estimate 
of nearly $8 a head for next year, or over $200,000,000 above the regu- 
lar rate of $5. If we succeed in enforcing out title in the next year, 
10,000,000 “niggers” will, therefore, have cost us $500 each, or $500,000,000. 
If we get off for that sum we shall be lucky. How much will it cost 
to keep them down after they are subjugated? 

Hiow did Mr. McKinley and the Jjingoes behind him make such a 
bad mistake? It cost the North and. South about $1500 each in aash 
and: property destroyed to free our own “niggers”. in the civil war. 
Before the war debt and the pensions shall all have been paid it wil] 
have cost us $3000 each to give freedom to 4,000,000 “niggers” who ex- 
izsted in 1865. The tetal. with interest up to final payment of debt and 
pensions, will come to over $12,000,000.) Liberty has cost that sum of 
money and 500.900 lives. How much is it costing us to subjugate and 
deprive 10,000,000 “niggers” of their liberty?) How much money? How 
many lives? ~ 7 

May the jingoes expect to subjugate the “niggers” at lees than It 
cost to free them? What is the mater? Is it a fact that Otis is a 
bad overseer, who stays In Manila, still trying to conceal/the ghastly 
stery of the hospitals, while he sends out Lawton, who would have 
stopped this “accursed war’ had he then overseer, to sacrifice his life 
in a cause which he detested? What a pity it is that the jingoes whe 
are pulling the wires could not have been sent from Washington to 
the tiriux line In the malarious swamps of Luzon, so that men of the 
type «of Lawton might take their places in Washington.

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WHAT COLONIAL POLICIES TEACH - 
THE UNITED STATES. |

HE most aceeptable and, therefore, the mest sucéessful of the ey 
colontal systems are those ia which the la t liberty of self 
government is given to the pecple. The British colonial sys 
tem, which has by far outgroWn that of any other nation, ; 

gives, wherever practicable, a large degree of self-government to the 
colonies: the governors are in all cases appointed by the crown, but 
the lnwmaking and enforcing power being left to legislative bodies 
Which are elected by the people where practicable, in minor cases @ 
portion being elected and a portion agpointed, and in still others the 
appointments being divided between the British Government and local” 
municipal or trade organizations, the veto power being in 4ll cases, 
however, retained by the home government. The enforcement of the 
laws is intrusted to courts and subordinate organizations, whose mem- 
bers are in many cases residents or natives of the communities under 
their jurisdiction. In the French colonies less mtention is given to 
lawmaking and administration by local legislative bodies, the more 
important of thé colonies being given members in the legislative bodies 
of the home government. In the Netherlands colonies and in the less 
advanced communities under British control the laws and regulations 
ure administered in conjunction with native functionaries. 

The colonies, protectorates and dependencies of the world number 
wn. They occupy two-ilfths of the land surface of the globe, and th 
population ts one-third of the entire people of the earth. Of the 
000,000 people thus governed, over three-fourths live between the t 
ics of Cancer and Capricorn, or within what is known as the torrid 
zone, and all of the governing colonies lie in the north tem 
zone. Jhrovghout the globe-encircling area known as the torrid 
no impertane republic or independent form of government exists, save 
upor the ent of America. 

Of the 125 colonies, protectorates, dependencies and “spheres of infill. 
ence’ which make up the total list, two-fifths belong to Great Britain, 
‘their area being one-half of the grand total and their population con- 
siderably more than one-half of the grand fetal. France is next in 
order In number, area and population of colonies, etc.. though the area 
controlled by France is but about one-third that belonging to Great 
Pritain and the population of her colonies Iegs than one-sixth of those 
of Great Britain. 

The colonies of Great Pritain afrord | che best olathe of atudy. 

The British colonies proper form three classes. First, the crown col0- 
nies, which are entirely controlled by the home government; second, 
the representative colonies, in which the crown retains the control 
of public officers, but leaves the law making to legislative bodies, re- 
taining, however, a veto on legislation; third, those having responsible. 
governments, in which the crown, though appointing the governor, has 
no contro) over any public officer, the laws being made by EMtative ; 
dodies, the crown, however, retaining a veto on legislation. 

Hong Kong is the most important of the crown colonies.. It ts 
an iataee 1 off the southeastern coast of China, ceded to Great Britain 
in 1843.9 It is a military and naval station for the protection of British 
commerce, and the®*center of a vast trade in many kinds of produce, 
There being no custom-hougee there are no official returns of the value 
of the !'rports and exports, but only mercantile estimates, which put 
the actual trade of the colony at over $100,000,000 per annum. In the 
year 1897 the shipping entcring the port amounted to 7,968,606 tons, 
Hong Kong is a crown colony, its government being administered by @ 
Governor appointed by the home government, aided by an executive 
council of eight members, together with a legislative council of four. 
teen members. The révenue is derived chiefly from Jand, taxes and 
licenses, and an opium monopoly, which together more than cover the 
expenses of administration. Justice is administered by a Supreme 
Court, a Police Magistrate's Court and a Marine Magistrate's Court,

has been designated both by the present 
supreme pontiff ‘and by the words of the 

prophet, St. Malachi of Armagh, as the next pope. 
This does not insure his election, but a large patiy 
bas formed about him which treats him as if he 
were already chosen and crowned. 

Not orly once, but on several occasions, 
Leo XIII. signified his preference for this man. 
The last time was at the ceremony of opening 
the holy door. 

The prophecy of St. Malachi ts not an historic 
document, nok is it accepted or indorsed by tne 
church. 

Farly churchmen placed comparatively little 
credence in the prophecies, doubting their authen- 
‘Neity as the words of St. Malachi, and little is 
known of their origin. ' 

The prophecies are written in Latin and are 
very terse. In fact, they are little more than 
a series of mottoes. The most pronounced in- 
Stance in which they have been verified in late 
years were in the selection of Pius VI., Pius VII., 
Pius IX. and Leo XIlIl. 

The prophecy in‘the case of Pius VI. waa: “pere- 
grirus Apostolicus,”’’ meaning an “Apostolic Wan- 
derer.”"” The enforced wanderings and death of 
Pius VI. are now a matter of history and well 
known to all. 

Im the case of Pius VII. the prophecy read: 
“Aguila rapax,” an eagle carrying away. Here 
an allision is immediately pointed out to the

‘Pope being carried away to France by the great 


Napoleon, whose arms and emblem were the im- 
perial eagle. 

“Crux de Cruce"’ reads the prophecy applying to 
Pius 1X., meaning the cross from across. The 
troubles of this Pope with the House of Savoy, 
whose arms were gules, a cross argent was the 
heaviest cross he had to bear and the incident 
is thought to have well fulfilled the prophecy. 
A circumstance connected with the death of 
Pius IX. also excited some interest in this motto. 
During his last moments, the persons gathered in 
his room, and continually praying for him 
began to — recite the Sorrowful Mys- 
teries of the Rosary. As soon as they began the 
fourth, the “Carrying of the Cross,’ the Pope 
expired. 

The prophecy which pointed out the present 
pope reads: “Lumen in coelo,” translated, a light 
in the sky. The arms of Leo XIII. are a cypress 
tree growing on a hillock, with an irradiated and 
fiery atar shining on it from the dexter chief. 

With these examples of prophetic designation 
fresh in mind it is easy to make the next predic- 
tion, of which there are still nine left, apply to 
Cardinal Gott!. The prophecy redds: ‘Religio

This was his position when a period of serious 
distress broke out in Brasil. The republic suc- 
ceeded to the government of Dom Peé@ro, and tie 
interests of the Holy See in the South America® 
Republic were placed In serious straits. The gev- 
ereign pontiff, looking around for a 
diplomat, took Father Gott! from his religious 
cell and sent him to Rio Janeiro as internanctio. 
The position was a difficult one, as the repul- 
licans thought the Holy See thefr bitterest enemys. 
Father Gott!, however, triumphed over all oeb- 
stacies and within a few years’ time succeeded 
in establishing the rights of the Catholic Churcs 


in Brazil, and in bringing about such a satisfac- . 


tory condition of affairs that the Brasilian Gov=- 
ernment sent a permanent plenipotentiary min- 
ister to Rome as its accredited ‘representative at 
the Vatican. 

In Brazil, Father Gott! did nof restrict his work 
solely to diplomatic concerns, He went among 
the people, performing civilisMig and philanthropte 
works, and on more than one occasion was mainiy 
instrumental in quelling incipient revolts. Mis 
return to Italy was made the occasion of a pubite 
ovation. The Italian authorities, no less then 
the ecclesiastical authorities, welcomed him 66 
ons who had performed great deeds for the intef< 
ests of his mother country. 

Cardinal Gott! is characteristically modest. It te 
a well-known fact that Leo XILI. has more than 
once alluded to Cardinal Gott! as “My successor.” 
But, although no false humility would prevent 
him from taking up the burden if imposed upon 
his shoulders, he is far from considering himeeif 
a fitting subject. for papal honors. Once when an 
attempt was made by a magazine writer to wrunen 
the subject to him he aaid: 

“To discuss the topic would be to admit its 
likelil.od or desirability, and that I certainly caa- 
not and do not wish to do.” 

Cardinal Gotti has his residence in a palace 
overlooking the Tragan Forum. He is rather 
small in stature, of kindiy features and exquisite 
affability. He is still @ndowed with all the ener- 
gies of youth and conversant with every sibject 
under the sun. All the best qualities of the schol- 
ar, the diplomat and the saint enter into his com- 
position. Into Italian politics he has never thrust 
hinrself, and thia fact, joined with his intrinsic 
qualities, causes him to be regarded by many of 
the most qualified judges ag the cardinal most 
likely to succeed Leo XIII,on the pontifical throne, 
He represents neither the Conciliationist party 
nor the Intransigeants. . He is not one of any 
group, but is regarded as the outsider who has 
many probabilities of being the next pope. 

If he shall succeed to the chair of St. 
and if the prophecies of St. Maiachi shall come 
true to the lam®, there would be at the most but 
eight more po before the second co of 
Cyriet.

— $50,000 for Bal-

ONG MAN RICHARD BAR- 
THOLDT introduced into the House 


of Representatives on Dec. 19 a 
bill providing for the purchase of the fa- 
mous portraktt by Hans Balling of Gen. U. 
6. Grant in the trenches of Pittsburg. It 
was referred to the Committee on Library. 
The committee reported the bill favorably 
: The bill carries an 
eppropriation of $9,000, or eo much of that 
amount as may be necessary for the pur 
chase. The portrait is to be hung in the 
Library building at Washington. 

The famous portrait is now owned by 
Merman Linde of New Ycrk. Mr. Linde 
was in St. Louts during the past week, 
Discussing the portrait he said: 

“The mortreit represents Gen. Grant 
standing tm the trenches before Vicksburg. 
Hiis right hand is thrust loosely in his 
pocket. His left arm is hanging almost 
loosely by his side, with a agar between 
the fingers, He is in the plain uniform of 
a general, There is a certain carelessness 
in the dtess.| The vést is, partly unbut- 
toned at the top and bottcm. H's hat is 
the slouch felt of the period and is un- 
marked by ahy ornament. IHiis field glasses 
lic near on. a map. 

“There ia something strangely fascinat- 
ing in the géicture. There is no painting 
of Grant at any period that has such a 
winning countenace. There is a suggestion 
of great firmnoss, but tempered with judi- 
cial mildndgss. It Is a type of the American 
genius in those critical days, simple, 
ftrong and unswerving. 

“Balling’s painting is the. only portrait. 
of him in existence painted.at that period. 
Gien, Grant Was not a poser. Until long 
ufier the war he subjected himself with re- 
luctance even to the camera. In later days 
a few artista of distinction obtained sit- 
tings from hie, but none of these .-por- 
traits show him as he was at -the time 
"of the war, which was the turning point 
of his own destiny end that of the nation. 
lt is the one typical picture of Grant as 
a soldier. 

“The artist, Balling, was a Norwegian, 
but he was an officer in the American Civ- 
1) War. He enjoyed the rogard of Abra- 
ham Lincoln. He confided to the President 
his wish that he might get a portrait of 
Gen. Grant. The President shared in his 
with. He gave the artist a letter of intro- 
duction to Gen. Grant, which probably had 
much to do with his getting the consent 
of the Genera] to paint his portrait. 

“Balling’s work was eccomplished to 
the accompariment of the bursting of 
shelis in the memorable siege. The paint 
on it was hardly dry when Grant entered 
the town ag victor on the Fourth of July. 
“I have received a letter from Mrs, Grant 
in which she says: “The General looks 
careworn and weary and the picture I thiak 
truly portrays him as he looked at that 
time. The pose is good and the earnest 
look he wears reminds most forcibly of 
that sad summer.’ 

“In a letter from Balling, the artist, he

Older men there are, to be sure, who are 
more prominently before the. public and 
toward who all «yes are turned in expect- 
ation of the accomplishment of some great 


military or dipleanatio feat. but of the 
young men whom tha exigencies of the 
times have cailed into prominence, none 
is the center of so much interest and 


speculation as Consul Hay. 

Young Hay ie now on the ocean well.on 
his way toward the Transvaal. Once 
there he will find much work and great 


opportunity to show whether or not he Is 
posses@ed of the qualities that will event- 
ually ke. him a great diplomat. 

His training up to this time has been es- 
pecially of a character to fit him for the 
work. He was born and reared, it might 
almost be said, in diplomataic circles, be- 
cause of the fact that his father, Secretary 
of State John Hay, has been since early life 
intimately connected in cne capacity or 
another with the National Government, 
and chiefly with the Department of State. 

Adelbert was born in New York 2 year 
age, and two years of his early childhood 
were passed in Washington when. his father 
4 was’ Aswistant Secretary of State. umer 
President Hayes. He entetred Yale College 
at a comparatively early age, and was 
gradutetd just in time to go with his fther 
to London=when he was appointetd Am- 
baseador tothe Court of St, James. It 
ras there ge took: his first real lessons in 
iplomacy,. just as did John Quincy Adams 
with his father. Ny 
Since the ¢lder Hay's appiontment as Sec- 
retary, of ‘@tate, Adelbert has been acting 
as ‘bie’ fa er's unpaid - retary, except 
whenshe Was in Luzon last spring with the 
sons:of.Senator Hale and Representatives 
Dalzell and; Wadsworth, and had the priv- 
llege of accompanuying the army in the 
campaign from Manila to Malolos. 

‘During all the time that he has been 
within the diphlomatte circle, his father has 
given him every advantage to become fa- 
miliar with State affairs, and has trained 
him with ecspecial reference to a diplomtic 
career. He‘ls a big, bright. young man 
and possessed withal of that good hard 
sense which is sp necessary to an American 
diplomatist. :

singer! No wonder that she has 

thrilled the world for years with her 
bird-like notes! It was born in her. A-*- 
cording to Mrs. Mary .Andre Phelps of 344 
West Monroe street, Chicago, her mother 
sang Norma in grand opera the night be- 
fore Adelina was born. 

Mrs. Phelps was a friend and playmate 
of Patti's. She was likewise a playmat> 
and friend of Bdgar Allen Poe. he dis- 
tinctly remembers the former as a happy, 
romping girl and the erratic personality of 
the latter. She says: 

“Adelina was an ordinary child outside 
of her music, romping, eating candy and 
going to market whenever she could gct 
a chance. She would call for me ina torn 
pinafore and say: ‘Come on, let's go to 
market.” When AdeHna was 7 years old 
she sung at my eleventh birthday party, 
and at 8 years she started on her first tour 
with her brother-in-law, Maurice Strakosch. 
Such a time as he had with her, bribing 
her with dolls and candy. If ihere was 
not a box of candy. of the kind she wanted 
she wuuld stand tp before an audience and 
not sing a note. Then Strakoseh would 
hurry out to the nearest candy store, at 
the risk of finding them all closed, and buy 
the capricious child her coveted sweeis. I 
hear that she is very happy and does not 
grow old, and only remembers the pleasant 
things of life.’ 

Mre. Phelps takes great delight in her 
mamory of Poe and in recalling the pleasure 
she took in being his friend, of romping 
with him and dancing, while his sister, Ro- 
salie Poe, played waltzes and polkas.

Fertile Land Which Contains Cairo, 


Thebes and Dongola, 


Like 


Ancient Egypt, Won 
Its Name. 


HY is Southern Illinois called 
W “Egypt? This question has been 

answered by Benjamin O. Jones 
eof Metropolis, Iil., lawyer, historian, for- 
mer editor and ex-Judge of the County 
and Probate Courte of Massac County. 
Judge Jones is a native of Southern IIli- 


nole and for 3 years or more hes been «a 
citizen of Metropolis, which is on the Ohlo 
River; 10 miles southwest of Paducah, 
Ky., and # miles northeast of Cairo, IL 
He has written a comprehensive history of 
Southern lilinois, which is stil in manu- 
script, with eepecial reference to Fort Mas- 
sac, immediately above the town, where 
Aaron Burr stopped early in this century, 
soon after his historical visit to Blenner- 
hasset Island, when he was supposed to be 
on his way to the great Southwest to 
found an empire. No man in Southern Mill- 
nois, with the possible exception of J. Nick 
Perrin of Belleville, is more familiar with 
the history of that section than Judge 
Jones. 

In the ancient Egypt are Cairo, Alexan- 
dria, Thebes, Memphis and Dongola. 

In Southern Illinois, the newer Egypt, by 
A strange coincidence, are Cairo, Dongola 
and Thebes, the ancient capital of Alexan- 
der County, which was an old town when 
Dickens visited this country in 1842, and 
Memphis is at the South. 

In ancient Egypt is the Delta of the Nile.

RIGIN OF THE NAME “EGYPT”

“Egypt” came to be used as a term of re- 
proach nobody seems to Know. Here is the 
origin of the term, as related by Judge 
Jones in the initial number of The Egyp- 
tian Obelisk, a unique magazine just start- 
ed, published at Metrooplis, Illl., by R. B. 
Thompson: 


BY JUDGE B. O. JONES. 

GYPT was the cradle of civilization 
FE of the old world. Its antiquities 

furnished a theme for sacred and 
profane writers from the earliest records 
of the world. Herodotus, the father of his- 
tory; Josephus, the Jewish historian; 
Homer, the classic author of the 
Iliad—all have written of this most 
ancient country, where science and 
letters had their birth, and where rec- 
ords were made in the arts and achieve- 
ments in the sciences which remain among 
the wonders of the wor!d. 


However, it is not the purpose of this 
article to enter into a dissertation concern- 
ing the antiquities of Kgypt, but rather to 
@how why Southern Illinois 
styled or called “‘Egypt.’’ Be assured that 
no reproach was originally intended, but on 
the contrary, a compliment. 

Southern Illinois is the oldest settled por- 
tion of the State. From the year 1700, the 
first settlements date; and from 1778, when 
George Rogers Clark made his advent into 
this country, with his Kentuckians and Vir- 
ginians, the tide of immigration, slowly, at 
first, but gradually increasing, has poured 
into the section, and the pioneers of South- 
ern Illinols organized the State 
ment,

the history of the State.

SOUTHERN ILLINOIS. 


Southern Illinois proper were Very late in 
planting corn. In fact, north of 
(‘ounty no corn, or scarcely any, 
ei before June. On the night of the 10th 
of September, 1831, a killing frost fell 
Northern and Central Illi- 
nois, and to some extent this frost reached 
all parts of the State. The corn crop, 
Planted in June, had not matured by 
1W and was destroyed—only fit for barely 
keeping cattle alive through the ensuing 
Winter. Tais frost did but little damage in 
Southern ILinois. Their crops were planted 
earlier, on warmer soll, and were matured 
when the frost fell: besides, the frost was 
not so deadly in Southern Illinois, 


The winter of 1830-1 
corn supply of Central and Northern Illi- 
nois; the frost destroyed the crop of 1831. 
Corn, in those days was the staple food for 
man and There. was a scarcity of 
this necessary grain, not only for food, but 
for planting or eeeding the crop of 1832. 
(‘orn was shipped up the Mississippi and 
lilinois Rivers and supplied to the farmers 
at $2 per bushel, when it had been sold in 
1831 at 10 cents per bushel. The counties of 
Sortthern Illinois, beginning with Jefferson 
and including Johnson and Pope (Massac 
was afterwards formed out of tBese coun- 
tiles) had no scarcity of gorn. This fact 
soon became known to treir Northern 
brethren, and the cry went forth: ‘Lo, 
there is corn in Scuthern Illinois to be had 
for % cents per bushel!’

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Streetcleaning Sustem That Puts Money in the 


City Tteasury for Ofd 


NEW YORK, Jan. 3. 
Bpecial Corresponds nce of Sunday Post-Dispatch. 
T. LOUIS visitors In New York are 
S familiar with the army of ““Whic:e 
; Wings.’ whose business # is to keep 
the streets «lean, although they do not al- 
ways do it any better than do their oounter- 
parts, the blue-uniformed street sweepers 
of St. Louis. Few, if any, of these ‘visitors 
are aware, however, that from the mass of 
waste which Is collected wealth pours inio 
the hands of the contractors ami City 
Treasury. 

Bat stl che case, and St. Logis may 
Profitably learn a lesson therefrom, 

As is well known, Col. Waring Was the 
Originator of the present system of street 
cleaning in New York. from whieh the St. 
Louis sysiom is modelled. The greatest dif- 
ficulty lhe cxpericnced was in getting rid of 
the dirt and garbage when he had once re- 
gmoved them. 1: had long been his dream 
to draw from waste a revenue that would 
go far toward covering the expense of hand- 
ling it. Mr. Mead, Superintendent of Final 
Disposition, was trained under Col, Waring 
and is (ast bringing the system toWard per- 
fection. 

Col Waring let 
the Sanitary Co., which agreed to take 
cherge of and dispose of it on hygienic 
Principles after it was loaded on the scows.
